PENALTY  MAIL 

Public  Law  364,  seventy-eighth  Congress,  approved  June  28,  1944,  changes  the 
old  concept  of  Federal  mail  by  requiring  the  departments  and  agencies  to  pay 
the  cost  of  sending  their  mail.  Envelopes,  cards,  and  other  material  bearing 
the  penalty  indicia  now  have  a  value  like  stamped  envelopes,  and  the  Depart- 
menl  will  be  required  to  pay  postal  charges  for  each  one  purchased.  For  this 
reason  they  should  be  used  as  carefully  as  though  they  bore  stamps,  and  they 
should  not  be  used  for  transmitting  material  that  is  to  be  delivered  bv  messenger 
sen  ice.    Personal  use  of  penalty  envelopes  is  strictly  forbidden. 

the  new  law  an  appropriation  specifically  for  mailing  must  be  obtained, 

and  the  cosl  of  mailing  must  be  kept  within  the  appropriation  that  is  granted. 

Ie    keeping   with  the  Department's  policv  of  conducting    its    operations   as 

cally  as  possible,  methods  of  sending  letter  and   package  mail  should 

immediately  be  examined  in  the  light  of  the  new  law  to  be  sure  that  the  least 

sivi    means  of  transportation,  consistent  with  the  urgency  of  the  business 

nyolved,  is  selected.    Under  the  new  law  the  Postmaster  General  is  authorized  to 

refu8<  to  accepl  nun!  if  it  might  be  sent  bv  a  less  expensive  means,  such  as  freight 

information  musl  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  every  employee  and  to  all 
B,  as  it  will  require  constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  evervone  to 
adjust  long-established  habits  to  the  new  situation. 
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
